'The captain had heard 
that _ the bowheada were .so thick in tho 
Arctic ocean that voyagcra could 
walk along tlioir backs for mile.^ 
at a stretch. 'The jiresent location of the 
three whalers ia at Ihc month of the Me- 
Kenzie river, by far tho highest wintering 
point ever reached by any of the whaling 
Heel. They are distant about 10,000 miles 
from the North pole, and an; bound in on 
every siiie by walls of impenetrable ice. 
The principal jieril altaehed to lliia i.sohitiou 
ia that the vessels' provision might give out. 
It is presumed, however, that the Hume 
and Grampua are supplied with stores sutli- 
eient to last during the winter. Whaling 
steamers going north ne.xt year will visit 
these ice bonnd voyagera, take their cargoes 
and deal out new provisions.

As long ago as last summer tho Huiiaou's

t'StniMiiliing regular steam navigation on the 
Skecna river, and Capt. Odin, of Now 
Westminster, was sent over the proposed 
route to study the peculiarities of the 
stream and report.

Oilin s .supervision, a. suit- 
able steamer is now being constructed on 
the bank id the i''raser. It will be a stern 
wheeler, with the most powerful engines 
ever put in a craft of its kind on the Pacilii; 
( 'oast. There will be no passenger accomo- 
dations, but heavy lieiglits can he eon- 
venienlly handled, Ivuly in the spring, 
this new boat will he n ady for .service, and, 
under Capt, Dilin's command, coniincnce 
work on the Skecna, upon which she will be 
the lirsL steam craft plying. Her run will 
be iij) to within twelve miles cf llazelton. 
-As yet, the venture can only bo regarded in 
the light of an experiment, us tho dangers of 
navigating the Skecna ore audi that tho 
loss of the new boat on her first trip would 
not he a surprise.

.JUDGMENT 

Of tlie Clilcf Jiiitico In tliK Case of the Cor- 
liuratlan v. Walls. 

In tho Cmmty Court, on Tluiisdiiy, 
'27tli itist., suit WiiH brijunht by thu cor- 
poniliou of Victoriii v. WiilLs, lo recover 
pcnulty for iiractisiii^- as a barrister witli- 
oiit takini^ out a license. 

Mr. Eberts uppeared for tlie plaintill's. 

Mr. Viitci, for dtfondant, contended 
tliat the court hiid no jurisdiction. Tliu 
corporation by revenue by-laws Nos. 
20(;-210 have elected to recover ac- 
cording to see. 172 of tho Municip.al 
atntutu, 18S'.I, viz., by summary pruceed- 
insrs before a mai,'i,strato. 

Tho Chief .Justice sitting a.s a Couuty 
Court judsto, snid : By-liiw 20() is tho 
inversion of sec. 171 of the statute, 
being in the affirmative farm and tlio 
statute in the negative. 

Tho statute says :" No por.soii shall 
carry on any trade, etc., roforreil 
to in tho aectiun without a 
license." 'J'ho by-law aays : " l^very- 
body carrying on the trades mentioned in 
the statute, etc., .shall take out a li- 
cense." 

Then by-law 210 says : " Tho penal- 
ties and procedure for enforcing by-law 
200 shall bo that indicated in sec. 172. 

This is not happily worded. There is 
no itrucodure mentioned in sec. 172 for 
ouforoinn the by-law 20(!, which, indeed, 
it would, from the nature of things, 
be impossible in all cases to enforce.. N'ou 
cannot force a man to tjtke a license 
which perhaps he no Iun<;e^ wishes for, 
and it would be clearly most improper to 
confer a linenao upon all otlendors, e.g., a 
li(luor seller whoso character maybe such 
that he ought not to have a. license at all. 
In fact, a by-law can neither confer nor 
oust jurisdiction, at all events as jigain.qt 
strangers to the corporation; and this 
^ ^rj ^i^J defendant's argument may bQ 

■bveiTuled. . I V 1.-.. ■ ' 

But weigKliet tt\>j6bWn2( reraaiii. The 
plaintiffs contend Hlftb this is an action by 
a party to whom money is, or may be, 
jjayablo by statute ; and they seem to ar- 
gue very fairly that, by sections 210 and 
212, any fine or penalty inflicted by jus- 
tices in the Cori)oratioii are to belong to 
tho city fund, and so, they may sue. 
Geaorally speaking, an action for such a 
penalty may be brought in the ordinary 
courts by the party who is entitled to re- 
ceive it. One question hero is, however, 
whether there is, until conviction and or- 
der for payment, any money at all recov- 
erable in- suable for as a [lonalty. But 
previous to that, there is to be considered 
this excei)tion to the above general rule, 
(viz.,) that such an action will n(jt lie in 
the ordinary courts, where a .sjiecial tri- 
bunal is prescribed in the statute impos- 
ing the penalty ; and here, l)y section 
172, all ponalties, etc., such us lliis 
" may " bo recovered in a sunmiary way 
before two justices of tliu peace : a special 
jurisdiction, which, the defendant says, 
ousts the ordinary courts. 

To this tho plaintill's rejdy that the 
jurisdiction of tho two ju.stices of the 
peace is not "prescribed," but merely 
given at tho option of the plaintilf ; sec. 
172 containing no words excluding the 
<;ourts of ordinary jurisdiction, nor using 
the iniperativo "shall," but oidy the per- 
missive " may " (Interpretation Act, sec. 
' 8, subs. 2), and tliat it might well be in- 
tended by tho Legislature to give tlie 
corporation tho jiower of recijvering in a 
summaryway before two j ustices of the 
peace, when tho am<junt wasj small, and 
no quoation of principle involved, with- 
out depriving them of their right to take 
tho opini(Hi <jf a superior court, when, as 
in the present case, the whole 
of a powerful class is interested, and 
where it is even intimated that the leg.al- 
ity of the State, and by law are to be at- 
tacked ; and sec. 8, sub-sec. 2, of the 1 n- 
torprotation Act was insisted on, which 
Kays : " Shall " is to be construed im- 
peratively, and "may" as permissive 
only, and that unless the sunnnary pro- 
cedure were ab.snlutely " prescribed," 
not '■ provided ' merely, tho ordinary 
courts have power to entertain tho appli- 
cation in tho ordinary form of a civil 
action, under sub-soc.

This point, however, seems entirely 

govornod by tho caso of tho guardians of 
Hertford fnion v. Kimiiton and others, 
(2.-) L. .J. M. C. 11).

Dji counter 
applicationa (or a certiorari (by the defen- 
dants,) to reuiovu thu cause nito the Mk- 
i!lmi|Uer Court, and .'or a procedendo (by 
the plaintiir-i,) ordering the County Court 
judge to proceed and try tho action, tho

A\id 
tills seems <iuite consistent with the 
views and statements referred to by Max- 
well Stat., p. 105, sec. 9. 

1 therefore decline tho jurisdiction, 
which I think under tho Municipalities 
Act exists in tho justices of the peace 
alone, and tlie action will he dismi.Msed. 
As to costs; there is a dispute as to cer- 
tain facts which niaj' alt'ect the incidence 
of costs, and I shall reserve my opinion 
until Monday.

SOME CURIOUS FACTS. 
^ 

'Ibe Origin of Amber, Oryatal and FearU 

Kspliilnod by an Export. 

"Amber is curious stiifT." said a col- 
lector of curios to a Washington Star 
reporter the otlier day. "It is only cioni- 
parativoly recently that its niituro has 
been. known, and. oven ul tliisday very 
few pooplo seom to have any notion as 
to what it is in reality. Tho ancients 
r«g-ar(locl it as altogether mysterious and 
oven iiia^'ical. Tlioy found, tliat it was 
reu4oreil olr.'otrioal by friction so as to 
attract lit,'lit aubatancos, and our word 
'electricity' conies from the Oreek name 
for araber, which was 'electron.' A fa- 
vorite puzzle witli thorn was how the 
insects so frequently found in amber 
catHO to be so situated. Not as a mod- 
ern poet has phrased it: 

—that the thing was either rich or rare, 
But how the devil did It get there? 
"I have myself seen a chunk of very 
transparent amber in which a small liz- 
ard with five legs was encased, looking 
■as if it miglit have been alivo yesterday, 
though, doubtless, It had been dead for 
thousands of years. The mystery re- 
garding this sort of phenomenon is easi- 
ly enough explained wlicn it is under- 
stood that amher is actually the fossil 
gxnn of an o.Ntinct kind of cono-hearing 
tree. In the process of hardening it im- 
prisoned tlie flies and other creatures 
preserved In thecluinks of it that are 
found to-day. It is discovered plenti- 
fully by d-i^rgini,'- in certain jiaits of the 
gri\it plains of North ( icrinany, whoro 
the St range tree onci.' flourished. It is 
also found in considerable ((uantities 
along the shores of tho Ualtic, in the 
yellow sandstone. At Palmiolcou, in 
East Prussia, it is dug in regular niiiios; 
elsewhere it is picked from clilTs, and a 
good dfal of it is gallierod in the shape 
of nodules cast up by tlie waves'. Tho 
linest siM'cinien of amber in Kuropo is ;v 
cup made of that material, now at tlio 
Ilrighton Museum, Kngland. It was 
founcLatHove some j'oars ago, together 
with weapons and utensils of stono and 
bronze, so it is evidently very ancient 
iud(>od. In the fourteimth century, and 
before amber was made into knives and 
forks with ouft prong, whirh were used 
by princes and cliurcli dignitaries, it 
was more vahiablo than gold then. Now 
it Is worth from ?a to SoO a pound, ac- 
cording to its quality. The most im- 
porbant use made of it is for meersQbaum 
and other pipes. Mooradhaum, by tho 
way, is a material dugout of tho earth 
in Turkey; it comes in boxes holding 
fifty pounds, and valued at from SiO to 
.■5;{00. Tho dust and chips obtained from 
it in tho process of manufacture are 
worked into pipes, this material being 
called 'imitation meerschaum." Amber 
dust is melted, and the product is what 
is sold as 'nr.i^.o^lno.' " 

"What a \ iry beautiful sphere of 
crystal this is!'' said the newspaperman, 
taking in his hand a cool globe that 
loolced like a huge dewdrop, which the 
collector handed him for e.xaraination. 

"Yes, that is a pretty specimen. I 
■ Stipposo you are aware of tho theory en- 
tertained by tho ancients regarding 
such rock crystal. They thought it was 
actually ioo frozen to great density by 
duration of time, congealed beyond 
liquidation. 'Krystallos' in Greek 
means 'ice.' The tamons writer on nat- 
ural philosophy, Pliny, who wrote more 
facts that were not true than ever any 
man collected together before or since, 
says the crystal is undoubtedly water 
irozen by cold so intense that nothing 
•can melt it again. Soman ladies of 
that tinje were aceuatomed to carry 
such spheres as this one in their hands 
during hot weather for coolness. It 
was the thing also to have the material 
worked into wino jugs and otli(>r vossrds. 
Nero had two drinking cups of cry.slal 
worth $3,000 each, and a crystal ladle 
also; but when he learned that ho had 
lost his kingdom ho broke them, lest 
they fall into the hands of any one else. 
A crystal lens was ('mi)loyed in Homo to 
kindle the sacred vestal tire. Croat 
care was taken not to put the ci .- ital 
ware in a warm place for fear that it 
would melt. The most remarkable dis- 
covery of crystal on record was made in 
1867 above the Tiefen glacier by a parly 
of tourists, a single cave in tho granite 
yielding 1 .miO cry stals of from 50 to 100 
pound.s weight." 

"And what is this?" 
"That," replied the collector^ "Is a 
dimlriutlve Chinese god, covered with a 
coat of pearl Iiy a real pearl oy,<tcr. (In 
aucli parts of the coast of the I'hjwery 
Kingd(jin as i)i-odui'(^ pcurl oysters a 
regnhir business is often made of manu- 
facturing pearls ariilicially by intro- 
ducing into tho shells of th^> live oysters 
foreign objects of various kinds. You 
doubtless know that tho pearl is a mor- 
bid symptom in the bivalve. A grain of 
sand or siiuie such substance getting 
.into the oyster produces irritation and 
the animal protects itself by covorinij 
the objectionable particle with coating 
after coatiug of its own pearly secre- ! 
tion.. The interruption of light by the 
successive coats of which tho pearl is 
formed in this way gives it its beautiful 
luster. Taking advantage of lliis habit 
of the pearl oyster the ingenious China- | 
man pries it gently opeii and puts in j 
whatever ho likes, may bo a llttlo Qguro , 
of a god like this. Tho oyster goes 
to work tind covers it with pearl; until • 
after a few months the idol is a pearl 
idol." !

THE RUSSIAN PRINCESS. 

A Foor Uttle OObhoot of Koynltj Be- 
duccil to Alijoct rovorty. 

"When wo first met her she was liv- 
ing in the iioCol liristol— a pretty, aris- 
tocratic little lady, a tritlo too fair, with 
curly white hair, pale blue eyes, and a 
beautiful, clear cumploxlou. Sumo 
people said she was a Russian spy, but 
she maintained that She was a Ilussiaii 
Princess, and insisted on being ad- 
dressed as 'Your Excellency.'" Tlius 
writes a Paris correspondent of tho I'all 
JIall Gazette. "Wo have a notion at 
homo that liussian Princesses abound 
like blackberries in tho month of .Sep- 
tember. It appears that Russians hold 
a different opinionj but that is a detail. 
So our aristocratic little lady had no 
dinicuUy in getting herself addressed

seriously as tlie Russian Princess, yet I 
doubt If any of us believed in her higher 
rank. She was very extravagant and 
generous, had a lady's maid, a man of 
affairs, and a lady's companion, and she 
occupied a flat on the first floor. This 
moans a considerable income. 

"One day slio announced her intention 
of visiting iSt. Petersburg. It was 
whispered that .she was connected m.ys- 
ti>riously with an august person in that 
capital. This was accepted in tho same 
skeptical spirit as wo did her rank ot 
Princess and her hinted assertion that 
high (juarters in St. Petersburg would 
be II uttered by her appearance. The 
fact is that we had grown into the way 
of disbelieving her pretty and romantic 
fairy tales, wherein .sovereigns and 
courtiers and diplomats, courts and pal- 
aces and embassies figured largely.

She might have bad 
a few harmless eccentricitic's and de- 
lusions upon her birth. Hut if wo arc 
all to suffer imprisonment for the sake 
of an innocent delusion, good graeiousi 
would the world hold together'.' AVe 
made in<iuirles at the Kussian I'Jmbassy, 
for we were honestly attached to tho 
jjretty little creature. We wereeitlier 
met by mysterious silence or by haughty 
refusal to listen to us. At last wo be- 
thought ourselves of the English Km- 
bassy, remembering tho English com- 
panion. And here we learned that our 
curly-headed Princess was not so much 
astraj' as we had imaginc-d. Unfortu- 
nately for herself the claim was oblique. 
She was the daughter of a late august 
person, during whose life she had been 
brought 'up at court; henee her gllh 
mention of courtiers and ambassadors. 
Upon his death the next august person 
allowed her a splendid pension as a sort 
of recognition of her as a step-sister, 
but exiled her to Paris. Her father in 
the world's eyes was an illuatrioas Iliis-

■•She is ilresseil in rags almost, is in 
ilelieate health, unalile in sickness to 
have a doctor to attend her because she 
can not alford the fee, to have food, 
wines or medicines, or any comforts. 
She lives in a cheap 'pension' on the 
fifth floor in mostdesolatocircumstanccs 
- an iiinirensivi', gentle, well-lioru lady, 
used nil hei- life to lu.\ury and uiiliiniled 
alleiidain'e. Haling Paris, she is forci.'d 
to ren-ain here, and, not willing to be- 
lieve that it is her own country that has 
done her this vile wrong because of ber 
birth, she persists in believing that tho 
President of the French Republic re- 
ceives her pension and pockets it to keep 
the Republic going." - 

The l!iiiui<!t Wo'ildli't IliidirP. 

Wliile waiting for a train at \'oI;oha- 
ma station not many years ago, a tour- 
ist observed a Japanese gentleman fault- 
lessly attired in European dress ap- 
proacdi a ,1 iipanese lady (also dressed after 
the manner of civili/.i'd nations) and lift 
his hat with a |)relty bow niado in tho 
orthodox Western stylo.

Japanese when thoy meet each other in 
liie street naturally clothed.

There ia a property ([ualitication in that 
province wliich, in this coiiii'ry, would 
practically amount to manhood sufi'rage. 
The man- who possesses a freehold wor:h 
$125, or earns 0250 a yoar, is, whether ho 
is white or colored, entitled to vote. All 
have free access to the polls, and we hear 
nothing^f stulfod bnllota or a fraudulent 
count, and the shot-yiin in that colony ia 
not a factor in political contest.s. StilJ, 
the whites have control. Their suprema- 
cy seems to bu natural and legitimate, 
arising, wo presume, from their superior- 
ity in intelligence and wealth. These aro 
influences that tell everywhere. .Ameri- 
can politicians would probably learn a 
few lessons of great value by making the 
social and political condition of Cape 
Colony a special study.

TRIED IN THE BALANCE. 

Mr. Parnell is not jiroving himself the 
])uro antl disinterested patriot that his 
admirers believed hiui to be. Ho, and 
every one else who is able to think, must 
see that a disagreement between Mr. 
Gladstone and him must be injurious, if 
not fatal, to the cause of Home Rule. 
It is Mr. jBladstono's championship of the 
cause of Ireland that has given it the 
importance it has attained. It was he 
who gained for the agitators a hearing in 
England, and his oratory iias won for 
JJorae liulo many zealous converts on the 
Island uf (ii-eat Britain, if the II oine 
Rulers separate thoiiiselves from Mr. 
Gladstone in order that they may keep 
Sir. I'arnell, discreditod as he is, for 
their leader, they will fall back into their 
old place as a troublesome faction without 
influence in Parliament and without a 
party anywhere except in Ireland. 

If the Paniellites expect to place them- 
twlvea in the position of a third party, 
4iolding the balance of power between 
Jiiberals and Consorvativoa, thoy will find 
themselves voiy greatly mistaken. The 
people of Great Britain will not permit 
them to hold such a position. They will 
force Liberals and Conservatives to unite 
rather than submit to the dictation of 
such a man as Parnell iiaa proved hun- 
to be. There are indications already 
tliat the parties are approaching oach 
other. Chamberlain, the Radical, works 
hiinnoniously with Balfour, the rigid 
Tory, and Lord Randolph Churchill ia 
jiiach more in sympathy with moderr 
Liberals than he is with the rank an \^ 
^ Ot his own party. Recent even*^ ^^^^ 
shown that there is not such a g^jf 
liotween British Liberals an-'^ British Con- 
servrttives as was, some •„ime »go,8upposed 
by rnany honest men of both parties. 
There is very little to prevent their 
making coramon cause against any man 
or any faction tliat may he olnio.xicjua to 
them bo:li. It waa sigiiilicant that Mr. 
Gladstone, when he untei'od the House 
of GomniouH after his letter to Mr. Miir- 
loy had boon published, was cheered 
quite as heartily by the Conservatives as 
ho was by the Liberals. It is not hard 
to see that if Mr. Pttrnell persists in his 
determination tb remain the louder of the 
Jrish Home I^ulero ho will find arrayed 



J'here are soiiie pciojilo who rejoice 
whenever they hejir < t a man or woman 
who has made a profession of reliirion 
and occupied an induenilal position in 
church organizations committing a serious 
offence against good morals.

ally, are iiisincere, and use rolii;ioii only 
as a cloak to cover their weakuesacs and 
their wickedness. We do not think that 
any ono who is capable (jf thinking and 
of intelligently ob.'scrving is really (if this I 
opinion. Tliu (Miist met anil women are 
ready to admit that reliu . ms people aro 
generally what they ajipear to be, and 
they will frequently express the wish 
that they were half as good. To say 
that those who think most about religion, 
and who try to shape their lives accord- 
ing to its precepts and its principles, are 
not only no better than their neighbors, 
but a little worse, is to bring rojiroaeh 
upon religion itself. Now, wo know that 
if a man doea what his religion enj(jina on 
him to do and refr.iins from doing what 
it forbids, ho cannot but be in every 
relation of life a good man. \y|iat 
causes people to do wrong is not because 
they have too muoh religion, but too 
little. When a person who has made 
himself oonspicuouji by his zeal in the 
catiae of religion goes astray, it is very 
nureasonablo to .say that his religion was 
the cause of hi.s fall. If ho had lived up 
to his religion, ho would liavo avoided 
even the ap|)caranco of evil. The pro- 
bability is that the apparent s'liiit who 
becomes n criminal waa never religious at 
all. A dishonest person oft 021 linds that I 
he may more easily attain his object hy 
ranking a profession of religion than 
remaining outside the churciiea. By 
ing a church he soon guta 
with people, and by leading, ti 
ance, a good life he obtains

THE PENSION POLICY.

A carefully prepared article in a la^ 
number of the New York Herald shows 

that at tho end of the current liscal year 
the Goverumont and tho people of tho 
I'nited .States will have to deplore a 
deficit — that tho cxpendituro will bo 
greatorj than tho revenue by §31,000- 
000. Tlio surplus last year was over 
§104,000,000. The cause of this wonder- 
ful change the Herald attributes to tho 
increase of the sum paid out in pensions. 
That sum will amount this year to $135,- 
000,000. Next year it will be increased 
to ■Sl(i(),O0O,OOO. These aro enormous 
sums, and their ]iayment makes a radical 
change in tho linancial |ioliey of the 
I'nitiid States (iovernnient neceaaary. 
The way in which the pen.siou list of the 
I iiited Stales has moimteil up ia .some- 
thing extraordinary. In 1878 it was veiy 
little more than twenty seven millions of 
dollars. In 1888, ten years afterwards, 
it was over eighty tnillions, and in 1891, 
as we have .seen, it is !?i;!5,000,000. As 
everyone liiiow.s, tho civil war cost the 
li(!opio of the 1 'iiited States an imnien.sc 1 H, 
.soiii. Two thoiisaiul iinlliona ia to 
the h.'mian mind a auiii of uiiitn- 
a'_;inaljlc nia',';ntiicle. 'I'lt th.'it waa 
what the ciiitcst cost Ihe Kepublic. 
15iit tho cxpeiiditm'O for pcnnions haf>, 
since l&ib been considerably more than 
half that sum. it has amounted to 
i200,241,32U, and the pension account is 
very far indeed, from being closed. The 
politicians iiavo been straining their en- 
gonuity to increase the sum p.iid in pen- 
sions to the soldiers who fought in llie 
war and to their lelatimis. 

This |H'iision policy has hrooght into 
exisiteiico a race i f .sharks called pension 
attcu-iieyH, who make largo fortunes in 
hunting up possible pensioners, and 
proving their claims. It is better, it ia 
said, to bo a pension attorney than to 
bo the owner of a gold mine. These 
sharks took into their insatiable maws 
last year §2,500,000 of the people's 
money. This year it ia estinnitcd that 
their gains will be f^;J,0()(),UOO 
and next year 000,000 or 8"i,OU0,(lUO. 
The devices which these harpies resort to 
to increase their gains aro incriidibly 
moan, and it is snid that there is a i)act 
between them and the politieiana, so to 
shape ))cn8ion legislation us to increase 
their opportunities of gain. In return 
for this accommodation tho attorneys 
paid liberally towards politioil funds for 
election and other purposes. This pen- 
sion iniquity appears to be as shameless 
an imposition as was over practiced upon 
.'I confiding and well-intentioned people. 
Tho people desired to reward the defend- 
ers of the Republic tmd to prevent their 
relatives feeling the pinch of want ; the 
politicians sought and found a means of 
B(|uandoring tho people's money in order 
to make a reduction of taxation diilicult.

NANAIMO'S L.vrKST SENSATION. 

Thn SearelTfor Sallbrlnl Iiuperlnl, the Slayer 
of^Ystiall, Still Obntlnues. ' 

All yesterd'iy. the search .'or Snlferini' Lu- 
pei ini, v.dio killed .1. Marshall at Nanaimo, 
oil Tliuraday afternoon, coiitiniied, but with- 
out success. 'I'liu. hunted niiui bad taken to 
the woods, and, being urined, it was e.\- 
picted that he would not be captured with- 
out II. fight. As police and 'citi/.ens are 
.scouring the country in every direction, Lu- 
perini cannot long evade his hunters, and 
he will doubtless, before many days, be 
brought hicu to face with the consequences 
of his crime. 

The shooting took place at about li..'!!) 
p.m., ill the Italian saloon, the oireuin- 
stances being thus related by a nuiii known 
us Texas Jack, to tho Free I'ress : Oeorge 
Dunbar, Tom Whitfield, J. Marshall and 
Luperini were playing a four-handed game 
of aeven-up for tho drinks. Marshall and 
Luperini had a bet of SI. 50 each on tlic 
side, the stakes lying on the table. At 
the end of the game, a squabble arose over 
the i?."}, and Luperini grabbed it. Marshall 
tried to regain it, and walked 
around the table to strike Luper- 
ini. The latter, liowever, ipiickly pulled 
out a revolver, and, without waiting to de- 
liberate, lired a shot at Marshall, wdio im- 
mediately fell to the ground, exelaiining : 
" He's killed me." These were the lust 
words the murdered man uttered and he 
e.\pired in about ten minutes. The shot en- 
tered his left side, just a little above the 
hip, from which the blood ran freely fm' a 
few minutes, but soon ceased to flow, when, 
life was extinct. ,^ 

Solferini Luperini, the Italian, has been 
but u short time out of jail, where he 
served a term of six mouths' imprisonment 
for robbery and the seduction of his cousin. 
Ho is a small set man of about 40 years of 
age, black hair tinted with grey, sore eyes, 
one of which appears to bo closed, speaks 
very little Knglish, dressed in a common 
suit of clothes, with a hat slouched over his 
eyes. His victim is a single man of HI) 
years of age, and generally well liked 
artion^ his associates.

A TALE OP EARLY DAYS. 

All Bonnd Newspaper AVork Upon the 
" Standard '' In '58. 

A reporter liap))ened to be present at a 
reminiscent coiiversation between two old 
Vicieria jiionrers the iithi'r <biy. ned he 
heard some curious and interesting incidents 
of early times related. 'J'lic gentkunen 

were Mr. L and Mr. K , hoih well 

known now, and thoroughly eutabliahetl in 
business. 

It was gathered that they came here in 
'oS from San Fruiicisco. \'ictoria was at 
that time a beautiful wilderness, inhabited 
only by the Indians and the lludsoirs Buy 
people, wdio traded with them. The only 
indication of the present lovely city was the 
Fort, which occupied about tho site 
of the present Colon 1ST building, although 
there was a sprinkling of isolated settlers 
about, who occupied solitary cabins, at dia- 
tanees of half a mile from each other, from 
Spring Kidge out as far as Esquiniult. 
l'\es)i water was dillicult to procure, and 
t hose who lived near the fort — mostly tent 
dwellers — uaod to aniiiso themselves, and 
harden their muscles, by rolling the crystal 
Uuid in barrels from Spring Ilidgu down. 

When Mr. L "londed 011 this shore" 

he was the happy possessor of lifleeu dol- 
lars and a pair of double blankets. He says 
shingle making was a pretty good gume at 
that time, and they brought nine dollars 
per thousand. Ho could rive half a thou- 
sand a (lay then, iind that helped him out 
very much, until he found an opportunity 
and started in business. 

Mr. King was a iiewspaiier man. He pub- 
lished the Standard, the second paper got- 
ten out on Vancouver Island. An old Wash- 
ington drum hand-press was brought down 
from 'Frisco and sot up on the shore. Then 
young King rustled for local matter, wrote 
editorials that stirred the souls of those 
wdio could read aimuig the tra])iiers and 
traders and settlers, after which he "slm k 
the type " himself, ground the papers oil', 
with toil ami tribulation, ou the cranky old 
press, and having reached this point, put on 
ids long rubber boots, girded up his loins, 
and wiidcd out through tho mud to deliver 
the edition over about sixteen stiuare miles 
of territory. There wasn't a great deal of 
money in the enterprise, and the subscrip- 
tions were not alwaj a paid in hard cash. 
Occasionally he had even to light before the 
bills were settled, but the life v,-iis interest- 
ing and exciting, and pioliably 110 news- 
paper editor was ever more thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his constituency than was be.

New Yoke, Nov. 26.— K any one at 
all worried about the rumor that Heury 
Villard was out of the Nurthoin Pacitio 
and that RookofoUei and Jay (^uuld own 
it, etc., thi- fuUowini,' stateinunt from 
President (Jakua, of tliu ^^ortliuni Pacific, 
te your coricapundunt to day, ought to 
leliove their minds : "Mr. ViUard," said 
President OiikoH, emphatically, "ia not 
only not out of the Northorii Paoilic, but 
lio hokls aud coiitr(;l» luoru stuck thi»u 
over before." Tlie (juestion was repuiit- 
cd and IMr. Oakeu replied point blank 
that Mr. Villard'H atamling in tlie North- 
ern Pacific was stronger than over. The 
World and other papers, and Wall street 
"Bears, ' have been sayins; so much 
about Villard that your correspondent 
ealled on Mr. Oakes to-dajr and asked 
for an official statement. Said ho : "Mr, 
Villard is still cliairniaii of the board of 
directors of tho Northern Pacific railroad. 
I can state positively that ho will not go 
out ; in fact, 1 can'say that ho holds and 
controls more stock than over before. 
The Rockefellers have probably not 25,- 
000 shares but they are very friendly to 
M ■. Villard. As to Jay Gould or any of 
th3 other people having acijuired any in- 
terest in tlio road wo have no knowledge." 
As to tho effect of George Clould'a elec- 
tion as president of the Pacific Mail coiii- 
nany, and the prospects of a 8teainshi|) 
line to China and .lapan from Tacoma, in 
connection with the Noriiieru Pacific, 
President Oakes said : '* Tho outlook for 
a line of Pacific mail steamers frcjm 
Tacoma is greatly improved by recent 
events and the return of Mr. fJouId to 
power, altliougli nut King definite has yot 
been arranged. " Speaking of the liiiaii- 
eial situation and the recent savago attack 
of the " Bears ' on Northern Pacific and 
its effects en the policy of tho road. 
President Oakes said, "The attacks of 
Wall street " Boars " will not affect 
the p(jIioy of the Northern Pacific in 
building railroads in Western Washing- 
ton, hue no new construction is likoly to 
bo undertaken elsewliero. Tho roads now 
in course of construction will be com- 
pleted." Corroborating Mr. Oakes, your

who controls a large block of stock, will 
support Mr. Villard financially. The 
directors at the last annual meeting were 
elected for three years, and tiiere is no 
possibility of change inside of that time. 
This ought to be positive enough for any 
friends of Mr. Villard who have been 
worried by the recent sensational rumors.

strange Nuptials of the Brnhming— Qneei 
Jewelry and Ornamenta Worn by the 
' Brtae— TIiB Motlior-ln-^ftw an 
Important Factor. 

An iiitorcstins' ilcsi-ription of a HhidoO 
"wedding, written hy Sanili 1). lliuiilin 
from ]iutnbay, avpt'iLi'S in ii rt'cont issue 
of tho San Francisco liullctiii, and Ironi 
it tho following extract is taken: 

As it was growing late we felt that wo 
had waited lonp enoiifrh and prepared 
to proceed bridcward. 'I'liis scrmod V) 
he t.lio sitrnal for a new departure, and a 
procession was again foruicd. At tlm 
bride's house few o.lianges bad been 
made, but a "choree" or laarrlafjo liall 
had boon formed- hy placing at each of 
the four corners of a square earthenware 
water vessels, ono above the the otlior, 
and hold in position by supports of bain- 
1)00. In the center was tho sacred flro. 
Hardly had wo arrived when every 
body took seats as before, though tho 
cashinere-shawlod father did not appear, 
and the bride and groom no longer sat 
opposite each other, but sido by side. 
Tho priests performed "lire sacrillco" 
before thorn and fastened tho boy's scarf 
to the marriage rail of tho g^l. Tho 
wur mala, or marriapro (rarland, com- 
posed of twenty-tour strings of red cot- 
ton, was hunj.; around their necks, tliiMr 
bands were again joined beneath the 
uirty scarf, the women sang nuptial 
liymns in honorol the gods Krishna and 
Itam, and then commonued a scries of 
new porforraancoa in which tho "bride- 
groom's mother-in-law" was tho princi- 
pal actor. 

First a great platter of food was 
brought, which the mother presented to 
her (laugbtLM-, who llrst gave it to her 
bridegroom, and ho then bolped hor. 
Red powder was put upon tho forehead 
of both again and again, not only by 
priest, "bridegroom's mother-in-law," 
and the little brother, but by numerous 
female friends. Again and again was 
tho immense platter, resembling a 
paint-shop with its yiirious powders, 
brought forth. Hands and feet of bride 
and groom wre rubbed with red 
powder, which ia an embleni^ot pros- 
perity, anointed with oil and washed 
with water. Hands were made to touch 
each other many times* and toes couch 
toes. Wo could see that tho bride's 
little brown foot wore heavy with toe- 
rings, whose pendants half-covered the 
feet, and tho plainer too-rings the 
mother was constantly removing from 
one foot to the other. Louder and 
louder grew the nuptial songs, and ono 
high-voiced woman, the leader of the 
singers on our side of tho "choree," 
seeiued to b(^ firing challenges at the 
olUciating priest, and b(^ lo bo replying 
to her in an (i.Kpustulatory niauuc'r. 
Then tho brass bands would begin, play 
a moment and stop; never by any ac- 
cident in harmony. As tho noise sub- 
sided for a time an iuimenso brass 
plattor was brought whereupon rice had 
been arranged somewhat in tho form of 
the letter X, which is a mystic symbol 
>ised m religious ceremonies iroui a re- 
mote period and signifying success and 
happiness. 

Into the angles of the cross red pow- 
der was sprinkled by the priest, and 
surrounding friends began to throw 
copper coins upon it. They seemed to 
1)0 tossing for tlio fortunes of the young 
couple, one of whom, who seemed S(j 
weary and disgusted and lialf-bliuded 
by the smoke, was repeatedly ya-.vning 
and looking around, as if to ask if re- 
lief would ever come, while ho was 
nearly roasted by tho flro, so near which 
ho was obliged to sit. A pan was 
brought in at this part of tlio proc(>ed- 
ings, in which were two or three kinds 
of meal. Uhco, or clavilied butter, be- 
ing put upon the Hour, llie olUeialiiig 
woman, or tho "bridegroom's mother- 
in-law," .proceeded to stir It with her 
hand and to make a kind of dough, of 
which bridegroom, hrido, mother-in-law 
and priest, eacli look u Uttlo and 
dropped on the fire, which was now 
burning briglitly. 

Finally, bride and groom aro.se. and 
he, with one arm around her neck, em- 
bracing her as though she were a por- 
cupine and he wore afraid of tho quills, 
they proceeded around the "choree," 
guided by the priest and pausing at 
eacli of the four columns of earthen- 
ware pots, whc-rc appropriate signs of 
worsliip were made. Singing, givsticii- 
lation and powdering followed, and, a.s 
they sat again, tho sacred betel-leaf 
was given to each, and they placed it 
upon the five. Four times they made 
the circumumbulation, and were told 
that if by any chance this was dono 
only thrcv; times, it was no real mar- 
riage. 

On tho fourth return orido and groom, 
now husband and wife, exchanged 
their seats, and then camo congratula- 
tions. Almost all the female friends 
■ :aino forward and put silver rupees in 
the bride's hand, and, stepping bohind 
her, embraced tier from bohind. We 
were told that this was tho end.

I SOME SAFE. STORIES. 

AxausluE Incidents Connected with the 
Safe-BInker's Baslneu. 

I A Uoston safo-inakor recently gave to 
n f'onrior reporter a few amusing inci- 
dents connected with his business. 
Locks, of course, will sometimes get 
out of order, and when a business man 
can not lock his safe, ov, worsi; yci. eaji 
not unlock it, h(* loses no time in send- 
ing to headquarters for help.

.1. That for the purpose of forming a sinking 
fund for (ho payment of tho said deben- 
tures and tho interest at tho rale afore- 
said to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of 8-1000 ot ono per cent, 
on the dollar shall in addition to all other rates 
be raised, levied and collected in each yeat 
upon all rateable property in the said Corpora- 
tion in thesntd Municipality during the con- 
tinuance of tho said debentures or any of 
them. 

C That it shall be law ful for the said Muni-

Wilson 
was present, and, « itii reference to his 
aland against llie drill-shed grant, said he 
dill not think the men, woiulu and ehild'eii 
of Victoria would refuse to siip|>orl tho re- 
ipieat which hi; (("ol. Prior) had made. 
" 'I'liere was not." he was sure, " one town 
that would object to such a grant. The 
three batteries of Victoria were a credit 
to the coniimmity," It was no pleasure for 
the iiicii to drill iu tho comfortless abed 
they now- occu|)ieil. if, he asked, tliere 
had lieen no volunteers at the front at the 
tiino of the Northweat rebellion, how many 
lives would have been lost. Ho knew 
tho volunteers of Victoria, and in tliu event 
of a grant for the drill-alicd coming before 
the people to vote upon, he asked every 
citi/.on to do his duty to his country. 

Major Niohollcs remarked that he made 
no claims to oratory, but would add to 
what Ilia colonel had said that the motto of 
I 111! volunteers of Victoria was, and WOldd 
always be, " Heady, aye lieudy !" 

Mayor (iranl gave, in appropriate terms, 
tho " Dominion Senate and House of Com- 
luouH." He spoke of tho ncceaaity for there 
being dill'ereneea of opinion in llousca of 
I'arlianieiil. The condilioii of the diU'eient 



people ili!ri;red from ours in opinion, but 
they looked upon us with a common inter- 
est, as tho JCiiglish languago was to be tho 
language of the world, both commercially 
and socially. Ho proposed success to tho 
ineitdiers of the Senate and House of Com-, 
luona of Canada ; " Long might the Domin- 
ion prosper." 

Col. Prior, M.I'., in reply, said he rever- 
enced the Sena'.e too iiiucli to say anything 
llippaiit regarding it. Jie was convinced 
that all the work tran.-iacted by them was 
iiioro thoroughly done lhaii liy the House of 
Commons. If the Clonimons' nicinbers for 
Victoria did not get all they wanted, it was 
not, he w-ould say, bec;uise it was not asked 
for. There were over "JOO members in tin; 
House, each mal.ing his demands, v.hicli, if 
they were all acceded to, the treasury 
would be bankrupt, llotli .Mr. I'^arle and 
ho heartily thanked the people for the honor 
which had been done them, and would do 
their level best to do what was reipiircd of 
them. 

l)r Kcuwick proposed " The Local (lov- 
oriunent iiiid Legial.aure,'' remarking that 
it had been w-cll said tliat 110 goverunieiit 
was ao strong as when it had a strong op- 
position. Here among the opposition were 
many Scotsmen. 

Mr. Orant, M. P. 1'., icferred to the 
responsibility which had been caat upon 
him ill representing the Provincial 
Uoverumcnt and o]iposilion in replying to 
this toast. Jle was sorry that no member 
of the Ooveriimuiit was here, because 
there were iimny gentlemen upon the 
Treasury lienchts whom he held iu the 
higliest esteem. The Premier was, ho be- 
lieved, absent because of sicUness in his 
family. He would have liked to hear his 
lion, friend, .Mr. Turner, who was an hnuor- 
alilo and atraightforward business man, but 
who held his own political convictions. 
Through differences of opinion as to logisla- 
t ion the beat results were arrived at. lis hu- 
morously referred to the experiences of men 
in Parliament, retnnrkuig that there were 
but a few men who did the work, the others 
iiicu-oly doing as they were ordered. 

t^il. Prior sang, " Tho Midahipmite," and 
the society's pipor, Mr. McDonald, m.irchcd 
round the room playing, ".lohiiny Cope." 

Aid. Smith liore proposed " The I leiich 
and Bar." Law was a thing on which a 
man could spend a great deal and niakc 
little out of. Ho thought the law was 
(|uilo as well administered here aaanywhore 
el.se. 

.Mr. Carmichaol said ho li;id only the 
honor of being employed by a litni of solicit- 
ors, but he was sure that the members of 
tlie profession would heartily reciprocate 

the iiKist. 

Mr. L'lriniei-, in propo.'iing '■ The Mayor 
and Council." spoke of t lie honor of imiiii- 
i.ip.il J e|iiMscniaiion as iieiiig liie highest 
that could lie conferred on a m in. He fur- 
ther rcniarkeil 11)1011 the number of Scotch- j 
iiion who were 1 eprcsi.-nt;alive men in tho ' 
council of N'ietoi i.i. 

Tlie toast was aekiiouledgeii by the 
.Mayor, who, among other matters, referred 
the amiabilitj- and good feeling with 
which cniiclusions had been arrived at des- 
pite the diirerene-es of ojiiiiioii that existed 
among its members. He u aa proud to 
think that in many cases they had been 
re:tdy to lake and give great consiilcratioii 
to his advice. 

'i'hey all, lie was assured, worked for 
the best interests of the citizens. Mcferring 
to tho ((ucation of the Drill Shed, he .said bo 
thought, and had always thought that the 
best interests of the city of Victoria would 
not be injured by a contribution to it, and 
a building ought to be put up in about the 
city. 

Aid. Roberlaon said ho did what lie could 
in the council for those who sent him there. 
He referred to the amount of work that 
devolved ou the nienibera of council, which 
all of them did to the best of their ability. 

Aid. Wilson said he had opposed the drill- 
shed grant, 'i'lie council had no money, 
ami, ill conseijuence, the men who worked 
oil the streets had had to be discharged. 
They had, it must be confessed, no mom y
